entries, the Harlem Handicap having eight and 
the M. Lewis Clark Stakes nine less than for 1901. 
All the others show substantial increase, eight of 
the fixtures having over 100 nominations each, and 
the Austin leading with an enormous total of 146 
candidates. The five stakes for three-year-olds and 
upw’ard attracted the entry of 589 horses, an aver- 
age of 118, and the five for tw’o-y ear-olds are rich 
with 545 names, an average of 109. 

There can be no question as to the superior 
quality of material shown in the Harlem offerings 
of this season as compared with the many high- 
clase horses that participated in last year’s sport. 
All of the great stables of the w'est and south are 
represented through the list in a way that indicates 
their determination to race in Chicago throughout 
the season, while for the first time a track other 
than Washington Park has succeeded in opening 
relations w'ith the millionaire owners of the east. 
In this fact is to be found the greatest promise for 
the future of local racing, as the beginning thus 
made is likely to develop into a movement that will 
grow’ in strength from year to year.

Stakes. L. V. Bell, the broker, is represented by 
Paul Clifford, Sweet Tooth and fcady Sterling; 
Green B. Morris has named his great handicap 
pair, Water Cure and Autolight, and his Derby 
hopes. Homestead and Cunard; Capt. S. S. Brown 
is in with a string of youngsters, and L. O. Appleby, 
T. D. Sullivan, M. Jordan, W. M. Rogers, J. T. 
Stewart, George W. Shearer and Mrs. F. MoSsom 
are among the others from the east having entries 
at Harlem. 

A feature of absorbing interest will be the show- 
ing made by the large number of thoroughbreds 
imported and entered by E. Corrigan and John A.
